Falcon then pointed out that his personal contacts with the CIA 
agents convinced him that the Americans' activity is not aimed at . 
solving the Cuban problem but at creating an atmosphere of unrest 
and -uneasiness here. Vfe, Falcon stated, were used as cannon fodder 
for terroristic purposes. We were,: in practice, mere flunkeys, 
instruments of U.S. imperialism. 

Falcon said that the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency was also the 
organizer of last year's intervention in Cuba. After the defeat 
at the Bay of Pigs, he said, we became convinced that tremendous 
popular support makes the revolution in Cuba invincible. In 
conclusion, the head of the routed counterrevolutionary organization 
urged o-cher counterrevolutionaries to discard the idea of continuing 
their activities.
